EDMONTON, Jan. 24. — Rock 
dusting is to be introduced into the 
bituminous coal mines in Alberta, 
and regulations governing its use 
are now being prepaid by the gov¬ 
ernment mines branch. The new 
method wjll he applicable to the 
mines in the Nordegg, Caamore and 
Crow's Nest fields, but will not be 
adopted in any of the lignite fields, 
since the coal dust in the latter is 
mot of the explosive kind. Leth¬ 
bridge and Taber fields therefore 
are not to be included.

The Dominion Government would be well advised to 
allow the Income Tax to remain, and if they have any sur-j 
plus funds, use them in assisting the returned soldiers on 
the land who are producers and striving to get re-established 
and also for scientific research work in the development of 
agriculture and our mines.

The First Victoria Cross 


Award Was InstituteJ In 1856 After 
the Crimean War 

On January 29, 1856, on tlia close of 
the Crimean War, the Victoria Cross 
was instituted in Great Britain. The 
cross is awarded for conspicuous brav¬ 
ery. I t .was extended in 1911 and 1920. 
This decoration is worn before all 
others, on the left btVaut, and consists 
of a bronze Maltese Cross 1% Inches 
in diameter, with the Boyal Crown 
surmounted by a lion, and beneath is 
the inscription, “For Valour.”
